figures which purport to show the cost 
per Ib. of producing ‘the rubber but 
which, as I pointed out to you last 
year, only represent actually the bare 
out-of-pocket amortization of lease- 
holds, depreciation, taxation, or Shang- 
hai expenses, If these items were in- 
cluded the real cost would be much 


jmearer a shilling per Jb. than five 


pence. ; 

I do not think that there are any 
items in the accounts that require 
special explanation, The cost of up- 
keeping the, gardens was. approximate- 
ly half’ what it was during 1927; this 
economy is almost entirely due to the 
fact that the green cover plants are 
now firmly established and besides re-_ 
ducing the expenditure on weeding, 
they are, by enriching the soil, having 
a very marked effect upon the rate of 
yield per acre. Two hundred - and 
thirty-six acres of the area that_was 
formerly planted with_hemp on Lim- 
burg Estate were planted with bud- 
grafted rubber during the year and, 
as all the hemp has been released 
last year that the statistical position 
was then showing a steady improve- 
ment and, in spite of the slump in 
price that took place after the Gov- 
ernment made the announcement that 
restriction of the export of - rubber 
would cease on November 1, 1928,’ this 
improvement continued throughout the- 
year. : 

Many gloomy forecasts were made 
that the market would be glutted with 
rubber when large stocks held on es- 
tates were released for export and that 
probably rubber would become for a 
period unsaleable. 

Fortunately, these “forecasts proved 
fallacious and the surplus stocks’ have

STRANGE TRIAL - 


EX-PREMIER A DEFENDANT 


. Cairo~One of the most carious. 


eases in the history of politics began 
in thé Cairo Court of Appeal 
recently. i 

It involves proceedings connected 
with. an alleged lunatic millionaire 
Prince Seif-ed-din which led to the 
overthrow of the Egyptian. Govern- 
ment and” the institution of the 
Dictatorship. 

Nahas Pasha, the ex-Premier, 
Wissa Bey Wassef, ex-President of 
the Senate, and Gaafer Bey Fakhry 
are charged’ with bringing the legal 
profession into disrepute” as the 
result of the alleged receipt of the 
large honorarium of £117,000 for 
restoring Prince Seif-ed-din’s con- 
siderable wealth, which is now in 
the hands of guardians. 

The whole of the. morning 
was taken up with the prosecutor's 
history of the ease. 

When the case was re- 
sumed some sensational state- 
ments were made. Gharabli Pasha, 
one.of the defending counsel, wept 
with emotion while describing’ the 
tyranny and restraint to which, he 
declared, Prince Seif-ed-din was sub- 
jected. He produced documents in 
an attempt to prove the Prince’s 
sanity, stating that his present 
debility was the result of the mal- 
treatment he had. received during 
his fifteen years’ confinement in 
Ticehurst Asylum, Sussex; 
his ‘health was undermined by 
various. causes, including | the 
amount of drink and tobaceo he was 
allowed. 

Princess Nafwan .Hanem, the 
Prince's mother, was in court, aud 
letters were read between her and 
the Earlof Cromer and Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald regarding the Prince’s 
treatment,

Sir John Simon said:—Of course, the 
bill does not mean ‘expropriation of 
ships; but it certainly means 
expropiation of goodwill and_ the 
earning powers of the large 
British interests ‘in the coastal 
trade, who have through good years 
and bad years and by immense pioneer 
work built up this very coastal trade 
and have at all times met.the peculiar 
requirements of that trade, and under 
all difficulties kept up regular services 
in a most efficient manner. Yes, we 
sould sail away with our ships in five 
years; but if you are legislating like 
this in other things we could not sail

Indeed it is very possible 
that Great Britain may some day be 
compelled to follow their example, for, 
with so many maritime nations not only 
increasing’: their merchant fleets 
but also affording them State support,

Expropriation 3 

Assuming, however, that the econo- 
mic and politica! objections to the bill 
are either non-existent, are capable of 
being overcome, or can be safely dis- 
regarded, the question of ‘the expro- 
lpriation of existing interests still re- 
mains.

Messrs, H. Robb, Ltd., of Leith, 
state that notwithstanding the depres- 


Other important contracts ineluded 
the overhaul’ to the Trinity House 
steamer “Argus” and the overhaul and 
repairs to H.M. floating dock stationed 
at Rosyth, which was dry-docked in the 
Imperial Graving Dock. Important re- 
pair contracts have also been completed 
at Rosyth Naval Dockyard. The firm 
converted the écean-going ‘tug, “St, 
Botolph,” now “Kumaki,” from coal 
to oil burning, and. converted the coal 
bunkers for carrying. oil fuel. They 
carried out a number of general en- 
gineering contracts, and. recently fit- 
ted a large vulednising heater for a 
local rubber compuny. A’ considerable 
amount of engine and boiler repairs 
have. also been executed, anc a large 
number of trawlers overhauled and re- 
paired, 

The Cowpen Dry Docks and Ship- 
building Co, Ltd., Blyth, state that 
the dry docks have been fairly well 
employed during the past twelve 
months, and many extensive hull and 
engine repairs have heen carried out. 
The yard is particularly well equip~ 
ped for this class of work, as apart 
from the six shipbuilding! berths and 
deep-water jetty, there are five dry 
docks (up to 480ft. long), and the 


works are fitted throughout with elec- }- 


trical. and pneumatic machinery. The 
iron and brass foundries belonging to 
the company have-also been well em- 
ployed, and it is hoped to obtain 2 share 
of the new orders in the market. 

:During the past year Megars. 
Menzies and Co., Ltd., have effected re- 
pairs on upwards of 350 vessels, in 
Leith and Granton. Approximately 40 
were foreign-owned, including sailing 
and auxiliary motorships. About one- 
third of the total number were dry- 
docked, some 40 of these in the firm’s 
private dock. 

.Extensive-overhauls and damage re- 
pairs were carried out: during. the 
year. ‘Outstanding in this class of 
work was the reconditioning of the 
whale oil: factory vessels “Saragossa” 
and “Coronda”. and repairs to the 
steamers “Ossian,” “Incemore’ and 
“Tilbury Ness.” Extensive ice dam- 
age repairs were carried out.on the 
steamer “Flotterston” and collision 
damage repairs on the steamers ‘“J.an- 
tick”. and “Waypark.”

One ascends by electric lifts 
that are mirrored, cushioned, and 
softly lighted. The corridors are 
generally charmingly. decorated 
and furnished,» and even have 
flowers about. Kitchens are fitted 
wit}/electric refrigerators. Suc- 
tion-cleaning power is “on tap”: 
in every room; to do their cleaning 
maids have only: to fix-a pipe inte 
a socket concealed in.the wall and
